2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor renders obvious all of the claimed limitations including mixing 
at a temperature of at least 100C polymeric materials having a thermal conductivity in 
the range of 0.001 to 0.01 cal/cm-sec-C wherein the polymeric material is selected from 
the claimed Markush group, and one or more materials selected from the claimed 
Markush group to form a viscous phase mixture, the material in the viscous phase 
mixture being selected so that when in a solid phase it has a density greater than 4 
grams/cc and thermal' conductivity greater than 0.101 cal/cm-sec-C to form a feedstock; 
and using the feedstock in an injection molding machine having a zero compression 
screw to form the article.
